The Benjamin Buck House on 
Buck's Hill, Wilmington's oldest 

ome, is for sale, Constructed in 
the days before King Phillip's War, 
it was the home of the Buck family 
for about two and a half centuries. 
It stood alone, on Buck's Hill, and 
the field below was devoted to 
farming. 

Benjamin Buck, the last of his 
family to live there, had a secret“ 
hiding place for his money. 

Among the items which tell of 
Benjamin was one which told of a 
lime when the Congregational 
Church needed some moncy 
Benjamin provided it, probably 
from thercash the family had made 
in the growing of Wilmington 
hops. Hops were cultivated for 
many years on the hill, and on the 
field below. Wilmington hops sold 
at best prices in the country during 
the carly 1800s. 

The Buck House still has H & L 
hinges on the doors. Those hinges 
were made for strength. The 
Harnden Tavern, in Wilmington, 
has similar hinges. 

Tradition wrongly dates the 
house to. 1635, Probably that is the

THE TAXING 
QUESTION OF 
HOUSEHOLD HELP 

Casual employers of household 
help around the country got quite 
a shock last winter when the 
details of Zoe Baird and her 
unreported workers made the 
news. Fact is, many people had 
neglected to file the returns and 
pay the taxes that are due for 
household help. 

If your gardener brings his own 
mower and works on his own 
schedule, if a cleaning service 
comes in with its vacuum cleaner, 
you may be off the hook; these 
can be considered independent 
contrac- tors. But if you're the 
boss, you're expected to pay. 

What the employer is required 
to do is pay 6.2 percent Social 
Security and 1.45 percent 
Medicare taxes on the wages of 
employees paid $50 or more per 
quarter (this figure is expected to 
rise to $1750 annually, 1993 and 
indexed $50 per year beginning 
1994) and withhold a like amount 
from their paychecks. Rather than 
withhold the employee's portion, 
many household employers pay 
both parts, totaling 15,3 percent. 
File form $42 to report wages and 
to pay the tax. The employer must 
also prepare a W-2 at year end. If 
there are multiple employees or 
individuals paid $1,000 or more a 
quarter, more forms are due - a 
federal unemployment tax, too.

‘round' school

About 35 years ago the Town of Wilmington appointed a 
committee forthe purpose of constructing a school for the first 
six grades in the Silver Lake area. 

The persons appointed were sensible taxpayers. They arrived. 
at the conclusion that the town could have a considerable savings 
if schools for the first six grades were to be: built in various 
parts of the town, using a common plan. There would be no 
need for busing costs for such schools. 

An architectural firm was found which agreed with the 
committee. It further said that the school would cost less if it 
were designed in a form which used less building materials. 
Thus evolved a school which was termed a “round” school. 
Actually it had 16 sides, if my memory is@@rrect 

The. school was constructed in a former cornfield of "Pop" 
Neilson, off Glen Road, It had 12 classrooms and the usual 
amenities, with a comfortable lunchroom and an assémbly area 
in its’ center. The completion date was 1959. 

A second school was constructed off Boutwell Street. The two 
schools cost about $500,000 cach. The town owns the plans and 
has the right to use those plans for further construction. 

The result was an explosion in the School Department. Bigger 
schools! More rooms! Bus the pupils! 

The town took over the Glen Road School to use as a town 
hall. The Boutwell School stood empty until about 10 years ago 
when it was taken over to serve as a school by the Baptist 
Church. There seems to have been no complaints from that 
source, 

Meanwhile more schools were constructed: The Woburn 
Street, School, the North Intermediate School, and the 
Shawsheen Avenue School. There was additional construction 
for the high school. 

Now there are empty rooms in the high school and there is

There is a distinct stench emanating from the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Department, and local sclectmen are launching 
an investigation that could send a tidal wave crashing down on 
some of the more powerful political clans in the community 

Rumors of wrongdoing have surrounded the water department 
since the sudden resignation of former water and sewer czar 
Arthur Smith, who had become a near vestige at the local 
aquatic vestibule, Smith, also a wealthy developer, resigned 
under pressure having been given an ultimatum by Town 
Manager Michael Caira in 1992 over issues that have never been 
articulated to.the public. However, an informed source has told 
this reporter that Smith was involved in procurement irregu- 
larities and other fiscal improprietics. "The guy bypassed the 
open bidding laws, and when discovered, the manager (Mike 
Caira) took action," said a source close to the process 

Smith's resignation followéd the termination of onc of his 
minions at the water department by the town manager for 
billing the town for hours not worked. The source said that the 
fired water and sewer employee had also received an illegal gift 
of town equipment from Smith in ‘lieu of overtime allegedly 
worked. 

Events at the water works culminated in 1992 with the 
retirement of former superintendent Paul Duggan, a popular 
and well known local figure whose brother Gerry Duggan now 
serves on the board of selectmen. Duggan's retirement. was 
followed by an immediate reorganization of the department by 
Town Manager Mike Caira, who consolidated the agency under 
the umbrella of the department of public works. The water 
department reorganization became a principal political topic in 
the 1992 election and many believe it led to the defeat of Caira's 
father Aldo Caira in-the school committee election that April. 

The controversial actions taken by the town manager were 
likely precipitated by the perception of chronic mismanagement 
at the department, which is overseen by a board of three 
commissioners, one of whom was George. Allan, husband of 
freshman Selectman Diane Allan. 

Given the relationships of, ¢he players now and formerly 
involved, the investigation launched by the selectmen: into the 
water and sewer commission is at best ironic. A further irony is 
that current commissioners Neil Waisnor, Jonathan Goldficld 
and Noel Baratta are being placed under a cloud of controversy 
given their impeccable record of integrity and professionalism. 
So what are the selectmen looking for in their Monday Morning 
Quarterback vote and what is their real political motive? 

With a new majority on the board of sclectmen, one can't help 
but speculate that this is their first muscle flexing session 
intended to squeeze Mike Caira and cast a shadow on his job 
performance. No doubt a water department investigation 
launched at this suspiciously late hour would publicly call to 
question how Caira earlier managed the problems at the local 
water works. Caira's contract expires in 11 months, and most 
political observers agree that at least two selectmen are 
committed to ousting the manager. It is important to note 
however, that no one on the board of selectmen has publicly 
called for Mike Caira's ouster, All that remains is for Caira's 
detractors to develop a reason (or something that looks like a 
reason), to give him the boot. 


Selectman Bob Cain said the sudden investigation by the board 
was called begause two members were snubbed at a recent water 
and sewer commission meeting. Cain said Diane Allan and Chet 
Bruce were barred from an executive session of the commission 
which is supposedly conducting its' own internal investigation of 
department issues, "I was surprised by the concern expressed by 
my fellow members,".-said Cain, who believes that the town 
would be better served by a meeting with the town manager so 
that selectmen can be updated on investigations already ongoing. 
"It would have been my impression that the only thing that 
needed to be done was to meet with the town m rand get 
updated. That could have been done without a special mecting 
and without a special investigation," Cain said. 


Surf could be up 
powerful politicos 


In an interview on Tuesday morning, Town Manager Mike 
Caira said he stands by his reorganization and can't understand 
why the selectmen have dug up an old issue that Caira believes 
was put to bed. "What we did in 1992 was a management 
reorganization and in tandem with that was an investigation 
conducted by the chief of police to look at instances of possible 
impropriety in terms of water department employees and in 
terms of water department operations," said Caira, "We believe 
we resolved the situation appropriately and I'm not sure why 
members of the board of sclectmen are asking to resurface that 
review, You'd have to ask them that." 

In fact, Caira's reorganization of the water department was 
just what the doctor ordered, The duplication of services 
discovered was.cnough to give Barbara Anderson or any 
taxpayer heartburn, Caira effectively ended the waste and 
terminated the abuse. 

Now there's a new form of abusc, and this time it's emanating 
from the board of sclectmen which is attempting to stifle the 
duly appointed water commission and micro-manage the town 
manager's office. And beyond the question of "Why are the 
selectmen really doing this," better yet let's ask what are they 
going to do with all the mountain of information the town 
manager has been ordered to deliver on Friday? The stack of 
boring details includes every conceivable spreadsheet and 
available on the water agency 

Can anybody imagine half that board trying to digest a 
spreadsheet?

On July 10, 1943, seven Allied 
divisions stormed the island of 
Sicily off the coast of Italy in 
Operation Husky, the largest 
amphibious assault in military 
history and the first blow inflicted 
upon Axis-held Europe. Fifty years 
to the day Saturday, men from the 
45th U.S. Army Division, one of 
the seven to invade Sicily, gathered 
at the home of Clarence Hodges in 
Tewksbury to commemorate the 
anniversary of their part in 
history. 

Clarence Hodges spent a total of 
511 days on the front lines in 
Europe during World War Il as a 
member of Cannon Company, 
157th Infantry, 45th Army 
Division, Now, he takes a few 
hours every year to gather with 
family, friends and the men he 
fought with 50 years ago in Italy. 

Hodges, originally from Georgia, 
has lived in Tewksbury for over 40 
years. Now in his 70's, his brilliant 
blue eyes still radiate with the 
passion of a young army private 
getting his first taste of combat 
during Operation Husky that 
included some of the most brutal 
fighting of World War Il 

Hodges is a gregarious and 
hospitable man with a deep respect 
for his time spent as part of the 
45th Division and 157th Infantry 
liberating Europe from Nazi 
occupation. As tribute and 
reminder, Clarence maintains three 
adjacent beds of flowers cach in the 
shape of the infantry number: 
1-5-7, 

The annual barbecue Hodges 
hosts for his mates from World 
War Il, always a special affair, was 
particularly poignant Sunday, as it 
marked 50-years and one day since 
the Allies landed at Sicily 

Preparation for the celebration 
began at four in the morning 
Sunday, when Clarence, along with 
his son Gary and Bob Chambers, a 
friend of the family, began 
roasting a pig raised on Hodges’ 
land. Some 12 hours later, 
Clarence said goodbye to his 
companions from the war, cach 
expressing gratitude, extending 
best wishes, and offering final jabs 
of good-natured kidding and 
laughter. 

It is the smiling faces as the men 
are leaving that make it all worth 
while for Clarence. He asks for 
nothing in return, and invites not 
only those from his infantry unit, 
the 157th, but from the entire 45th 
Division to commune with his 
family and share familiar and 
faded memories, 


A special guest 

For the SOth anniversary of the 
first stages of the Allied liberation 
of Nazi-enslaved Europe, Hodges 
invited a special guest, 

Stephan B. Ross appreciates the 
sacrifices made by American 
soldiers in liberating Europe as 
much as any other person alive 
today. For Ross, now a licensed 
psychologist working with 
underprivileged youths in the 
Boston School, System, the term 
"underprivileged youth” is a gross 
understatement. 

Ross was inc: ated as a child 
at the handed over to 
the Nazi SS by a fellow Pole who 
received a pound of sugar as a 
reward for turning in a Jew.

From the age of nine until he was 
fourteen, Ross endured tremendous 
physical and mental suffering. His 
parents, grandparents, in’ fact 
everyone in his immediate and 
extended familics with the 
exception of one of his seven 
brothers and sisters were murdered 
in Nazi death camps. 

Ross himself was severely beaten 
on several occasions and forced to 
work at hard labor with litthe food 
or water and no medical attention 

He survived tuberculosis, scabies 
and whooping cough to name only 
three of the ‘many ailments that 
afflicted the young prisoner 

On April 29th, 1945, the 45th 
and 42nd Infantry and 20th 
Armored Divisions of the U.S 
Seventh Army converged on 
Munich, liberating along the way 
the Dachau concentration camp, 
located 12 miles to the northwest 

One of the many Jews sentenced 
to be worked to death was the then 
14-year-old Stephan Ross, who 
recalls the time of his liberation 
with great emotion and gratitude to 
the men of the United States Army 
for saving his life, 

"You, the G.I. Joe's, spoke the 
first kind words to us in years. 
You held in your arms our living 
skeletons; too weak to walk, too 
weak to talk, too weak to cat or 
even to live. You gave us our first 
bites of decent food and gave us 
medical attention as best you 
could,” said Ross

CRIB SAFETY 


QUESTION: How many 
infants are killed each year in 
crib accidents and what can 
be done to prevent this dan- 
ger? 

ANSWER: Some 200 
infants die each year and 
another 40,000 are injured in 
crib accidents. There are ways 
to prevent many of these acci- 
dents. 

When buying a crib, make 
sure the spaces between the 
slats are as narrow as possible. 
Be sure the mattress fits the 
crib very snugly to prevent 
baby from wedging his head 
between the mattress and crib. 
Buy a crib with a latch or lock 
for the drop side that can't be 
easily tripped by baby. Most 
accidents happen when infants 
fall to the floor when climbing

MWRA and rate relief 


by George R. Allan 

Governor Weld owes Wilmington 
$200,000 for Fiscal Year 1994! 
Why? Because that is 15 percent of 
Wilmington's share of the Boston 
Harbor by cb Project for this 
year, and Ahe state should be 
picking up that percentage as it did 
in the 1980s on similar projects. 

The town's assessment has 
increased 350 percent since 1989, 
Without some® type of outside 
assistance, further rate increases 
can be expected over the next seven 
years, 

The Legislature appears to be 
willing to appropriate only 15-20 
million dollars in its budget for the 
Harbor Cleanup. On a six billion 
dollar project, that isn't going to 
put much of a dent in the average 
sewer bill. 

The basic need is one of rate 
relief, If the federal and’ state 
government are. going to 
promulgate Clean Water acts and 
set strict standards, they need to 
provide the funds to undertake the 
project: The ratepayers cannot 
Shoulder the full cost. If they do, 
they should have some input into 
the questions - How clean should 
Boston Harbor be? 

One of the problems with trying 
to get more money from the state 
legislature is that legislators outside 
the MWRA sewerage: district, 
which includes 43 cities and towns, 
vote down any such appropriation, 
The provincialism of these 
representatives is matched only by 
their short memories, They forget 
how communities like Haverhill, 
Hyannis, Gloucester, Lowell, 
Springfield, and others received 
State assistance for their sewage 
facilities, Now it is time for the 
Greater Baston communities to get 
needed help, and they say - "Sorry, 
the State cannot afford it." 

Sure the argument can be made 
that the prior. governors and 
legislators tried to stall and delay 
the construction of the sewage 
treatment plant, and they are now 
paying the price for those tactics: 
Fine, but do the MWRA ratepayers 
have to pick up 90 percent of the 
total.cost?- That is clearly unfair. 

Since the days of Paul. Revere, 
sewage has been dumped into 

I "| 
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Boston Harbor. It 1s unfortunate 
that at this point in our history the 
government is asking a small group 
of people to finance one of the 
largest public works projects in 
New England. The central Artery 
Project, meanwhile, is being 
financed with 85 percent federal 
funding. It is easy to understand 
why Boston has the highest water 
and water bills in the country. 
Without state and federal funds 16 
control water and sewer rates, the 
economy of the area will suffer. 
This will have a ripple effect 
throughout the state, indeed all 
New England. The high water and 
sewer bills will further burden 
struggling businesses, In addition, 
real estate will decrease in value in 
the MWRA district. Will people

want to buy homes in a town where 
the water and sewer bill exceeds 
the tax bill? 

With Governor Weld running for 
reelection in 1994, he can expect to 
hear from the residents of the 43 
communities in the MWRA 
Sewerage District. They will want 


to know what he is going to 
provide in the way of state funding 
for the Cleanup Project. To date, 
he has not been.a supporter of state 
assistance Fhese MWRA 
communities could represent a 
potent voting block in the elections. 
Rate relict and downsizing of the 
construction project are needed to 
bring stability to the water and 
sewer rates.

Some people say that the final score is all that counts. Winning 
is everything and there's no prize for second place. But I don't 
feel that way. I think there is something more to be gained 
through sports than a trophy, a winning goal or the admiration 
of fans.

For if children are 
having fun, there is so much they can leama 

Through sports, kids can learn the importance of working 
hard and dedicating themselves to a goal. They can learn the 
value of discipline, responsibility, and teamwork. They can 
learn to listen 

Young athletes can learn the meaning of respect - not only for 
their teammates, but for their coaches, officials, teachers, and 
competitors. It's an important lesson to be learned, because in 
life, just as in sports, there will always be somebody better out 
there, or someone more knowledgeable. 

I was lucky growing up. My parents never pushed me too far. 
But they did teach me to push myself - and to just try my best. It 
was the most valuable lesson I've ever leamed. It's the sanie 
lesson that I try to reach my two sons today. And it's one that I 
hope you'll try to teach your kids too, 

Our children should be encouraged to play sports, for its’ a 
very important part of their lives. 

They don't need the most expensive skates or equipment. But 
they do need to have fun. And they do need our confidence and 
support. For only then can our kids realize their full potential. 
Only then can they achieve their goals. 

I believe that we all have a great opportunity to help mold 
young people's lives through sports, as parents, volunteers, 
sponsors and as fans, We are all in positions to make a 
difference in the lives of our youth, and together we are certain 
to succeed. 

The Bay State Games, an Olympic style competition designed 
to help young people achieve personal development through 
sports, is a great example of how we can all give our kids the 
opportunity to excel in more ways than just winning. The Bay 
State Games allow thousands of amateur athletes from all across 
Massachusetts the chance to compete in their favorite sports, and 
they allow our kids the freedom to just have fun, 

As_ honorary coach of the 1993 Bay State Games, I'm proud 
of all the athletes who take part; for in my eyes, they are all 
winners. ' 

I'm also very proud of all the parents, coaches, and volunteers 
who have sacrificed so much of their time and given so much of 
s to help make the games happen. They have given 
nds of kids the chance to have fun, and the chance to learn 
some lessons that will last a lifetime. 

So please join me in reaching out to our kids and helping them 


to gain the confidence they need to reach their potential. And 
someday, when your child needs a little reassurance, please 
remember to tell him or her to go out there, have fun, and just 
take your best shot. That's all we can ask for from our children. 
That's all we should ask from our kids. And that's what youth 
sports are all about.

Grizzlies have better lawyers

The Wall Street Journal published 
an editorial on June 23 that really 
makes one wonder about the laws we 
live with. (But please, don't get me 
started on intrusive laws, Not today 
at least.) 

The editorial, by Ike C. Sugg, told 
the tale of John Shuler, of Dupuyer, 
Montana, and how he ran afoul of 
the Endangered Species Act. 

The act, as you know, gives legal 
protection to animals that are listed 
as "threatened" or "endangered" in 
¢ U.S. The act ha ved some 
s from the brink, such as the 
Bald Eagle and American Alligator, 
both of which are showing vastly 
improved populations—AHigators, 
in fact, are so numérous that there is 
a limited hunting season for them 
again in Flgrida. And they're tasty, 
too! 

John Shuler and his wife own a 
sheep ranch in Montana. During the 
summer of 1989, the Shulers lost an 
estimated $1,200 worth of sheep to 
the depredations of grizzly 
species listed as "threatened" under 
the act 

Because of the Endangered Specics 
Act, however, the Shulers were not 
allowed to "harm, harass, pursuc, 
hunt, shoot, wound, kill, trap, cap- 
ture, or collect" the grizzlies in any 
way, Or altempt any of the above. 
But the bears were killing and cating 
their sheep, which gets expensive on 
a sheep ranch. 

Attempts to deter the bears had no 
effect, from government trapping to 
the use of helicopters to chase them 
off. The huge bears wouldn't leave 
the sheep alone, or leave at all. 

On the evening of September 9, 
1989, Shuler said he thought he saw 
a bear running by his living room 
window, so he grabbed his rifle and 
ran outside. There, he saw three 
bears in his flock of sheep, and he 
fired at them. A fourth bear came 
out of the darkness and looked like it 
was going to attack, so Shuler shot at 
it, dropping the bear. 

The next day, Shuler went outside 
and found a bear lying just about in 
the same place where he shot it, but 
he discovered to his alarm that the 
bear was very much alive, The big 
bear reared up on ‘its hind legs and 
charged Shuler, who fired again and 
dropped the bear for good. 

Self-defense, right? Ahem. No. 

The Interior Department fined the 
rancher $7,000 for "taking" one of 
the grizzly bears, in violation of the 
Endangered Species Act. Shuler's 
lawyer tried to argue self-defense, 
an allowable loophole in the Act, but 
the Interior Department judge ruled 
that Shuler was defending property, 
which is not allowable according to 
the Endangered Species Act, adding 
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sar $1.99 
‘$ar996 at 


that Mr. Shuler had prompted the 
occasion for the use of deadly force. 

‘The judge did reduce the fine to 
$4,000 but that wasn't enough. 

The Shuler case is under appeal to 
the Interior Department, and there 
are legal precedents to be made. A 
similar case provides background. 

In 1982, Richard P. Christy was 
fined for a killing a Grizzly Bear in 
similar violation of the Endangered 
Species Act, and Christy argued that 
he had suffered an illegal taking of 
his property without due cause. The 
goverment, Christy argued in Ninth 
Circuit Court, was responsible for 
allowing its ward {the bear) to cat 
his sheep without compensation. A 
Ninth Circuit Court judge denied his 
claim, and the U.S. Supreme Court 
refused to hear the appeal, but not 
without comment. 

Justice Byron White noted in the 
Christy case that "A man's right to 
defend his property has long been 
recognized at common law," adding 
that it would be an illegal taking for 
park rangers to grab livestock and 
feed it to the bears directly. Hmm. 

Shuler is hoping his $4,000 fine 
will be overtumed on appeal, but the 
case may go all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Will the Supreme Court hear U.S. 
Fish & Wildlife vs, Shuler? 1 may 
And a ruling by the Supreme Court 
could have a major impact on the 
Endangered Species Act. 

Whether the Court picks up on the 
case or not, you have to wonder the 
logic ofa law that protects bears, at 
the expense of humans.

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———Breast cancer prevention trial 


Researchers at Lawrence 
Memorial Hospital of Medford 
announced that the Breast 
Cancer Prevention Trial (BGPT) 
has enrolled 8,000 women, half 
those needed to complete the 
study. The BCPT, the first large- 
‘scale breast cancer prevention 
trial in the world, began in July 
1992 and is designed to see 
whether taking the drug tamox- 
ifen will prevent breast cancer. 

Research has shown that tak- 
ing tamoxifen pills after surgery 
for breast cancer prevents 
recurrence of the disease and 
in¢reases survival. In women 
with breast cancer, it has been 
shown to prevent the develop- 
ment of new cancers of the 
opposite breast. Women age 35 
and older who are at increased 
risk for developing breast can- 
cer are eligible to participate in 
the study. Divided into random 
groups, half of the women, in the 
study take tamoxifen and half 
take a placebo every day for five 


‘We are pleased that so many 
women have recognized the 


importance of this study," said 
C. Douglas Taylor, M.D., who 
heads the study at the 
Lawrence. For the 8,000 women 
already enrolled, researchers 
note that the drug has been 
well-tolerated, and the partici 
pating women have shown a 
high degree of commitment to 
the study. 

Dr. Taylor also stated that 
women enrolled thuggfar have a 
predicted risk of developing 
breast cancer that is on the 
average almost five times 
greater than a group of women 
with no risk factors. 

To enter the trial, a woman 
r 60 's of age, or 
9 years of age with 
1 risk of developing 
cancer. This level of risk 
is based on a formula that 
includes’ family history and 
other established factors. 

"Besides possibly preventing 
breast cancer for future genera- 
tions, this trial is also address: 
ing an important public health 
need for the community," said 
Bernard Fisher, M.D., chairman

National Surgical 
uh Breast and Bowel 
Project (NSABP), which is con- 
ducting the study, and director 
of the BCPT. 

"Across the United States and 
Canada this year, BCPT physi- 
cians have evaluated almost 
50,000 women. As part of these 
evaluations, wé estimate that we 
have discovered more than 100 
breast-cancers that might not 
have otherwise been detected." 

In addition to its focus on 
breast cancer, the BCPT is also 
studying whether tamoxifen 
reduces deaths due to heart 
attacks and reduces the number 
of bone fractures for women 
who receive the drug. 

In women taking the drug for 
breast cancer, some studies 
have shown their total choles- 
terol was significantly reduced. 
This may result in a reduction 
in heart attacks and strokes. 
‘Tamoxifen may also help pre- 
serve bohe density, which may 
reduce fractures due to osteo- 
porosis in post-menopausal 
women.

Laser surgery in 
dantist's chair 


it's not often that someone 
describes dental surgery as a 
piece of cake. 

But those are exactly the 
words that Gloria McDaniel 
used to describe her surgery - a 
frenectomy, a separation of the 
flap that ties the lip to the gum - 
in January. 

"It was not very painful at 
all, and it healed very quickly,” 
the-suburban Milwaukee woman 
said. "I'm sure it was not as bad 
as it would have been if I had 
needed stitches." 

The reason she didn't need 
stitches is that her surgery was 
done with a laser. 

Since January, her dentist, 
Stanley Sehler, has incorporated 
laser technology into his peri 
odontal practice. 

To date, the federal Food and 
Drug Administration has 
approved the use of lasers only 
for procedures that involve the 
soft tissues of the mouth. 

Kenneth Zakariasen, dean of 
Marquette University's School 
of Dentistry, said only a few 
Wisconsin dentists use lasers at 
this time. But he sees lasers as 
the wave of the future. 

"For a general dental practi- 
tioner to invest in a laser today 
would not make much sense 
unless they do a lot of periodon- 
tics as part of that practice," 
Zakariasen said. "But for peri- 
odontists, it is making more and 
more sense." 

Periodontics is the branch of 
dentistry that deals with dis- 
eases of the supporting struc- 
tures of the teeth, including the 


Dental lasers use an intense 
beam of light that cuts tissue in 
such a way that there is no 
bleeding. It also is useful in 
removing tissue for grafting and 
in sealing and sterilizing soft tis- 
sue. 

The benefits to patients 
include faster surgery, a need 
for fewer, if any, stitches and 
less discomfort after surgery. 

"The longer we work on a 
patient, the more swelling and 
discomfort there is," Sehler said. 
“This reduces the patient's time 
in the chair and is better all the 
way around."

vicinity of women, and small 
children, but it matters not. He 
was arrested and charged with 
indecent exposure. Making the 
arrest was Officer David 
Dushane, another biked badge. 

Dushane was in the vast 
grass area by the lake when 
stopped by two citizens, who 
were concerned about a man 
they saw sprawled on the 
ground. He found the man and 
after a brief discusston with 
him, pedaled a short distance 
away to observe his actions 

Just minutes later, the man 
pulled down his pants and 
underwear and began "rolling in 
the grass." Dushane said several 
of the women and children in 
the area were “very upset." He 
cuffed the man and radioed the 
station for a cruiser to take him 
away.

If Dushane 
was in a cruiser doing 30 m.p.h 
on the street, what are the 
chances of the two citizens stop- 
ping him?

The bike patrol was initiated 
just one month ago and has 
been deemed a rousing success 
by all involved. The idea of cul- 


tivating better communication 
with the community is going as 
planned. Merchants and pedes- 
trians in the downtown area are 
glad to see the police influence. 

"It's a fantastic idea," said 
Smith Drug employee Sally 
Gerry.

"(The merchants) like the 
idea of seeing the officer,” 
Lingiewicz said. "The response 
has been overwhelming. People 
ask me directions, they ask me 
where town hall is, or they'll let 
me know there is a problem." 

An avid cyclist on his own 
time, Lingiewicz was riding the 
Minuteman _ Bike in 
Lexington last fall when he 
noticed that town's police 
patrolling their portion of the 17- 
mike trail between Arlington 
and Bedford. He then began 


working on the idea for 
Wakefield. 
After a few months of 


research, he went to Chief 
Doherty. with the idea. He liked 
it and after a donation from the 
town's Rotary Club, the bike 
patrol was born. Two Schwinn 
mountain bikes were plirchased, 
along with helmets and other 
gear. Total cost: $1,600. 

The bikes are cle. marked 
as are the officers. The uniform 
consists of black shorts and a 
black short-sleeve shirt. On the 
chest of the shirt is the officer's 
name and a sewn-in badge 
insignia. Add a safety helmet 
and sunglasses and the outfit is 
complete. 


Located just behind the seat 
is a small "life-support system." 
It's a storage bag holding a 
small first-aid kit, bandages and 
other items, including ticket 
books. Lingiewicz also keeps 
candy in his bag for diabetics 

"It's predominantly a West 
Coast program that has made 
its way East," Lingiewicz 
explained. "The city of Seattle is 
best known for it. Places like 
San Diego, Phoenix, and Florida 
all use it since they have the 
good weather." 

Weather is one factor that 
sets New England apart from 
those places. Obviously the bike 
patrol will not be year round, 
but Wakefield hopes to get well 
into October and possibly as far 
as November with it. 

"If we have an Indian sum 
mer, we can go well into 
November, but at the least into 
October," Lingiewicz said. "We 
hope that since we've got it off 
the ground,.we can expand next 
year." He added that it. was no 
joy to pedal through last w 
heat, but offered these tips:

it in Reading Square. It's 
already paying off, and two 
Reading girls will attest to that. 
The girls were shopping in 
the Square a few weeks ago and 
had left their bikes outside a 
store. To their surprise, they 
came out to find the bikes 
stolen. Bike patrol Officer David 
Stamatis began a hunt for the 
stolen bi and came across 
them in a nearly park. With the 
bikes were two youths.

The 
relieved girls were brought to 
the park, where they identified 
their bikes and rode home.

done in the traditional way and 
three Siich grafts done with 
lasers. 

"The laser surgery was much 
superior. It took less time, and I 
had much less pain," she said 
"The first time (without laser 
surgery), I was in the chair for 3 
1/2 to 4 hours, and Ha@took about 
four weeks before I could even 
stand to brush completely. 

The second time (with laser 
surgery), I was in the chair 
about an hour less, and less 
than two weeks later I could 
brush." 

The first procedure required 
stitches, "and when you have 
them on the roof of your mouth, 
it's “All raw," she said 
even talk right for a week 
because every time | would 
touch the roof of my mouth with 
my tongue, it would hurt.

When the new genera- 
tion lasers came out that were 
more compact and had angled 
hand pieces, it became more 
practical." 

The cost of purchasing a den- 
tal laser is substantial - one 
source put it at $30,000 to $40,000 
- and prohibitive for many indi- 
vidual practicas_But lasers are 
coming down significantly in 
price and may become more 
affordable, at least for dentists 
in group practices 
_..Sehler, does not charge his 
patients.more for laser proce- 
ddres,."I charge the same fee. 
So it's not a matter of who can 
afford it. And if someone was 
concerned and didn't want the 
laser used, I wouldn't," he said. 

Marquette's Zakariasen has 
been conducting laser research 
for about 10 years ggd is encour- 
aged by the res¢ts. Marquette 
owns two lasers, {nd Zakariasen 
and a fellow researcher from 
Iowa have been using them to 
look into laser applications in 
the hard tissue of the mouth, in 
diagnostic and preventive proce- 
dures and perhaps, in time, to 
remove dental decay. 

"But that's a way off," he 
said, "Now we tell dentists to fol- 


low the FDA guidelines, which 
are restrictive." 

Zakariasen is not without 
some concerns about lasers. 

"There are things being told 
to dentist by laser manufactur- 
ers that just aren't true," he 
said. "Dentists have to do their 
homework. And I caution den- 
tists that they have to know 
what that light beam will do 
before they get involved." 

Currently, the American 
Dental Association has no guide- 
lines on laser use. No certifica- 
tion of dentists is required 
before they can use lasers in 
their practices. 

"I think the ADA should come 
up with some guidelines, but I 
worry about self-styled groups 
who want to set up their own 
certification programs," 
Zakariasen said, "That should 
be done through existing schools 
and the ADA."

No program of the federal 
government is better loved or 
less understood than Social 
Security. That is why is has 
become the Great Untouchable 
for politicians. 


Americans regard Social 
Security as‘a giant personal 
piggy bank: You put in your pay- 
roll taxes today, then take out 
your retirement benefits tomor- 
row. You expect to get your 
money back, and then some. 

There's only one problem: It 
doesn't work that way, and it 
was never intended to. 

Until now, that hasn't mat- 
tered. Nearly everyone who has 
retired in the 58 ye since 
Social Security was ated in 
1935 has gotten back more in 
benefits than he or she 
contributed in payroll taxes, In 
the case of the earliest benefi- 
ciaries, the windfall was huge. 

But those days are coming to 
an end, Ever since Congress 
sharply increased payroll taxes 
a decade ago to prepare for the 
retirement of the huge baby 
boom generation, the individual 
cost-benefit ratio has been shift 
ing closer to equilibrium -- or, 
for high- earners, to a neg 
ative. 

Increasingly, baby boomers 
and other taxpayers are asking 
a pointed question: "Will I get 
my money's worth from Social 
Security?" 

That should be a warning flag 
for Congress and the White 
House, Politicians of both par- 
ties and all ideological stripes 
have proved far more adept at 
sanctifying Social Security than 
at explaining its actual, objec 
tives and operations to the pub:

The authors' bottom line, in 
dollars And cents only, was this: 
High-thcome males who retire 
today will get back from Social 
Security somewhat less than 
they and their employers com- 
bined have paid in taxes; high- 
income women will reach that 
point very soon. Average wage 
earners have about a decade to 
go before they reach the break- 
even point on taxes paid and 
benefits received 

"While declining ratios of 
benefits to accumulated employ- 
ee taxes may be unavoidable," 
Schobel told the Finance 
Committee, "policy-makers 
should be sensitive to these 
ratios dropping much below 100 
percent. If that happens, public 
support for the program can be 
expected to erode, because 
many workers could do better 
investing their taxes on their 
own," 

But could they? As other wit- 
nesses pointed out, the "money's 
worth" calculation is a lot more 
compligated than it appears at 
first glance. 

Consider this: How many 
wage earners would voluntarily 
set aside a fixed percentage of 
every paycheck, year after year, 
and invest it for their retire- 
ment? And where else could 
they invest with absolute safety 
and guaranteed protection 
against inflation? 


What about the rest of the 
benefits Social Security pro 
vides? Although few Americans 
seem to realize it, Social 
urity is a lot more than a 
pension plan. It is an insurance 
program, protecting workers 
and their families against death 
and disability. It is a welfare 
program, redistributing income 
from high-wage earners to low- 
income workers at retirement.
